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Mayor asks 
unions to 
forgo raises

AGAWAM — In an effort to balance the 
operating budget for next fiscal year, Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen has called on the city’s 
unionized employees to forgo their 1 per- 
cent raise for the 2011-2012 contract year. 
The effort, he said, would help to maintain 
resources and staffing “to the extent possible 
in these very difficult economic times.” 

In asking the unions to give up their raise, 
Cohen said he was willing to give up | per- 
cent of his salary. 

“As the mayor, I will not ask our employ- 
ees to do something that I would not do my- 
self,’ Cohen said in a statement issued March 
23. “Therefore, with all the unions agreeing 
to forgo their increase, I will do the same and 
reduce my salary accordingly.” 

Currently, Cohen’s salary is $85,000. 

“My goal is to keep people off unemploy- 
ment and keep them employed,’ Cohen said 
of his decision to go to the unions with that 
request. He said the 1 percent isn’t a great 
number individually but that collectively, it 
could help the town’s budget crisis. 

In all, Agawam could save $335,000, he 
said.

Re-org committee looks 
for funds, guidance

AGAWAM - Town officials are continuing 
their efforts to streamline government with 
the help of additional legal funding and a 
visit by representatives of Edward J. Collins, 
Jr. Center for Public Management, located at 
University of Massachusetts-Boston. 

The Agawam City Council’s Reorgani- 
zation Subcommittee recently received the 
confidence of fellow council members, who 
collectively approved additional funding for 
legal counsel at their last meeting, March 
21. 

The reorganization committee, which in- 
cludes City Council President Don Rheault, 
made a request to add $3,500 to the legal 
services line item in the council’s fiscal year 
2011 budget. 

The line item has been underfunded for 
the past two years due to lack of use. The re- 
organization committee needs to utilize legal 
funds to solicit advice as they delve into the 
complications of union contracts.

—- He said the group has 
===" scheduled a guest speaker 


with experience in municipal 
reorganization. 

“We have Stephen Molder 
coming from the Collins Cen- 
ter at the University of Mas- 
sachusetts-Boston,” said Per- 
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ry. “He has great expertise in helping towns 
and cities reorganize.” 

Perry also said Molder’s appearance, 
which was scheduled for March 30, is a 
cheaper alternative to hiring a lawyer. 

The group still intends to seek legal ad- 
vice, but hopes to gain a lot of input from 
Molder in order to limit the use of legal 
funds and save taxpayer money. 

The funding request was not considered 
outlandish, according to city councilor Jo- 
seph Mineo, who said the city council kept 
much more money in their legal fund in pre- 
vious years. 

“T have been on the council for a long 
time,” said Mineo. “I have seen our legal 
budget go from $10,000, to $5,000, all the 
way down to $1,500 now.” 

Councilor George Bitzas questioned the 
funding request, asking why the council 
could not use its own attorney in town hall. 

“Times are very tough right now and we 
have an attorney that works for us,” said Bit- 
zas. “He’s our employee.” 

Mineo and Perry both countered his argu- 
ment, expressing the need to go to outside 
counsel because the reorganization concept 
involves town employees. Using employees 
inside town hall would create bias, Mineo 
said. 

Councilor Robert Magovern, who de- 
scribes himself as a fiscal conservative, 
commended Perry and the subcommittee for 
their work. 

“T think this is a proactive approach to our 
growing fiscal problems and it is wise that 
members of this council are taking the initia-

Superintendent accepts 
Barnstable position

AGAWAM -— Agawam Public Schools 
Superintendent Dr. Mary A. Czajkowski 
was offered and accepted the superinten- 
dent’s position in Barn- 
stable, leaving Agawam 
in need of a new school 
department head. The 
Barnstable School Com- 
mittee unanimously se- 
lected Czajkowski and 
called to offer her the 
position last week. 

The Barnstable School 
Committee toured the 
district on Tuesday, 
March 22, and _ con- 
tacted Czajkowski just 
two days later to inform 
her of their decision. 
Czajkowski said the last 
month of going through 
the interview process has 
been a “bit of a whirlwind” and that she 
was filled with mixed emotions over what 
had transpired. 

“The school committee members from 
Barnstable liked what they saw when 
they toured our district,” said Czajkows- 
ki. “They said that the people they spoke 
with here felt that I had done a good job in 
Agawam and didn’t want to see me leave. 
I feel sad about leaving, for sure. It’s bit- 
tersweet.” 

School Committee Chairman and Aga- 
wam Mayor Richard Cohen said that

while he was sad to see Czajkowski leave, 
he extended his best wishes to her. 

“Tam very pleased for Dr. Czajkowski,” 
Cohen said. “She will certainly be missed, 
but I wish her well on her new endeavor 
and I’m positive she will be as big a suc- 
cess in Barnstable as 
she was in Agawam. 
Their gain is truly our 
loss.” 

This significant per- 
sonnel change within 
the district’s admin- 
istration comes at a 
time when the school 
department’s fiscal year 
2012 budget negotia- 
tions are drawing much 
attention. The schools 
are facing a deficit just 
under $2 million and 
contemplating cutting 
over 50 teaching and 
administrative —_ posi- 
tions, instituting several 
athletic, extracurricular, educational, and 
transportation fees, as well as cutting pro- 
grams such as freshman athletics. 

Czajkowski has said she will stay on as 
Agawam superintendent until the budget 
is finalized, estimating departure from the 
position would occur sometime between 
July 1 and Aug. 1. 

“T will finish whatever’s necessary and 
I will assure that everything’s completed,” 
said Czajkowski. 

The school committee will need to meet

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Local animal rescue group unveils shelter plans

Like people, animals feel the adverse effects of a down- 
turned economy, though in a less obvious way. Today, hun- 
dreds of animals are available for adoption at local shelters, 
many after losing their loving homes due to the recession. 

At an informational meeting on March 22 at the Agawam 
Public Library, Animal Shelter Renovation Inc. (ASRI) pre- 
sented its vision of a future animal shelter to be built in the 
area to help care for those animals. The group was formed 
in 2007 and has steadily raised funds through local business 
and community support, charitable donations, and promo- 
tional events in order to realize its dream of a regional shel- 
ter. Until they have a facility, the group continues to help 
animals through its rescue work and food bank, known as 
Positive Options Borderless Shelter. Positive Options places 
animals in foster homes until they can be adopted, and they 
are always looking for people interested in fostering animals, 
volunteering at events, or donating pet food. 

In 2010, the group placed 156 animals (147 cats and 9 
dogs) into homes and already for 2011, seven dogs and 10 
cats have been adopted out. “Just today, two dogs were ad- 
opted,” said Laura Maceyka, an ASRI board member. 

The group is looking at various sites in order to build a 
shelter, and they are in the process of negotiating a property 
in Southwick. 

Gerry Proulx, also a board member and “green” builder, 
displayed a proposed building layout and floor plan design 
that would hold about 32 dogs and 45 cats, and would cost 
approximately $1 million to build. “Once we secure prop- 
erty, the grant writing begins,” he said. He described an ef- 
ficient building that would result in energy savings by using 
a geothermal method, a puolneleotnc paint roof apes and

utility incentives. “This would be self-sufficient, and no bur- 
den to a town,” he said. 

Last year’s golf tournament, “Holes for Hope,” raised 
about $7,000 for Positive Options, and the group is hop- 
ing this year’s tournament will also have a good turnout. 
This year’s Holes for Hope will be held on Aug. 13, at East 
Mountain Country Club in Westfield, and the $85 per player 
cost includes greens fee, cart, lunch, and dinner. 

On April 16, the group will hold its 4th annual ‘ ‘Quarter 
Mile Fundraiser” — with the goal of raising the monetary 
equivalent of one mile in quarters laid flat side-by-side, or 
$15,840. Quarters or any monetary donation can be dropped 
off at various event locations: Holyoke Mall, Dave’s Soda 
and Pet City (Agawam), the Enfield Petco, Wal-mart in 
Westfield, and more. Donations can also be made online.

The group is excited to share its vision of a future facility, 
once land is secured. But its goals have been clear from the 
beginning, said Maceyka, “We have to break these animals 
out of where they are and give their stories a happy ending.”

AGAWAM — Information collected for 
the 2010 Census is now available, and data 
provided in the American Community Sur- 
vey (ACS) offers a wealth of statistics on 
Agawam’s population. The ACS is referred to 
as a “critical element” in 2010 Census data 
collection. The survey “collects information 
such as age, race, income, commute time to 
work, home value, veteran status and other 
important data” from January 2005 through 
December 2009, according to the Massachu- 
setts Census Bureau website at http://www. 
sec.state.ma.us/census, where information 
was gathered for this article. 

Among the U.S. Census Bureau statistics, 
Agawam’s population has increased by only 
324 residents, from 28,144 to 28,438 since 
the last Census in 2000. That represents a 
population increase of only 1.04 percent. 

According to ACS data, Agawam’s popula- 
tion was 49 percent male and 51 percent fe- 
male from 2005 to 2009. The median age was 
43 years; 22 percent of the population was 
under 18 years and 16 percent was 65 years 
and over. 

For people reporting one race alone, 96 
percent was white; 2 percent was black or 
African American; less than 0.5 percent was 
American Indian and Alaska Native; 1 per- 
cent was Asian; less than 0.5 percent was Na- 
tive Hawaiian and other Pacific Islander, and 
1 percent was some other race. One percent 
reported two or more races. Three percent of 
the people in Agawam listed themselves as 
Hispanic while 94 percent of the people in 
Agawam are reported as white non-Hispan- 
ic. People of Hispanic origin may be of any 
race. 

A total of 11,000 households were counted 
in Agawam from 2005-2009, and the average 
household size was 2.5 people. Families of 
both married couples (51 percent) and “other 
families” (14 percent) made up 65 percent of 
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Agawam by the numbers

households. Non-family households, which 
include people who live alone or with non- 
relatives, account for 35 percent of Agawam 
households. 

Natives numbered 94 percent of Agawam’s 
population, including 75 percent who were 
born in Massachusetts. Six percent of people 
living in Agawam from 2005-2009 were for- 
eign born. 

A total of 9 percent of residents ages 5 and 
over spoke a language other than English at 
home, with 25 percent speaking Spanish and 
75 percent speaking some other language; 
32 percent of residents reported they did not 
speak English “very well.” 

Ninety-three percent of residents 25 years 
and over had at least graduated from high 
school and 27 percent had a bachelor’s degree 
or higher; 5 percent were dropouts who were 
not enrolled in school and had not graduated 
from high school. 

Total school enrollment was 7,361 for pop- 
ulation age 3 years and over from 2005-2009. 
Nursery school and kindergarten enrollment 
was 890; and elementary and high school 
enrollment was 4,467. College or graduate 
school enrollment was 2,006, according to 
the ACS. 

The leading employment industries for 
residents age 16 and over were educational 
services, health care and social assistance 
(22 percent) and manufacturing (13 percent). 
Retail trade jobs accounted for 11 percent; 
finance, insurance, real estate and rental and 
leasing totaled 9 percent; arts, entertainment 
and recreation, accommodation and food ser- 
vices, 9 percent; and public administration, 4 
percent. 

Among the most common occupations 
were: management, professional and related 
occupations, 36 percent; sales and office oc- 
cupations, 27 percent; service occupations, 
15 percent; production, transportation and 
material moving occupations, 12 percent; and 
construction, extraction, maintenance, and 
repair occupations, 9 percent. Seventy-eight 
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percent of the people employed were private 
wage and salary workers; 15 percent federal, 
state or local sector, and 7 percent were self- 
employed. 

An overwhelming majority — 90 percent of 
Agawam workers — drove to work alone in 
2005 to 2009. Six percent carpooled and less 
than 0.5 percent took public transportation. 
Among those who commuted, it took them 
on average 20 minutes to get to work. 

The median income of households in Aga- 
wam was $61,944. Eighty percent of the 
households received earnings and 20 percent 
received retirement income other than Social 
Security. Thirty-one percent of the households 
received Social Security (the average income 
from Social Security was $14,898). 

In 2005-2009, six percent of people in 
Agawam were living in poverty. Six percent 
of related children under 18 were below the 
poverty level, compared with 8 percent of 
people 65 years old and over. Four percent of 
all families and 19 percent of families with a 
female householder and no husband present 
had incomes below the poverty level, accord- 
ing to ACS data. 

During the five-year period, Agawam had 
a total of 12,000 housing units, 3 percent 
of which were vacant. Of the total housing 
units, 72 percent were single-family homes; 
28 percent were multi-family homes and less 
than 0.5 percent were mobile homes. Eleven 
percent of the housing units were built since 
1990. 

The median monthly housing costs for 
mortgaged owners was $1,529, non-mort- 
gaged owners $545, and renters $817. Thirty- 
five percent of owners with mortgages, 19 
percent of owners without mortgages, and 48 
percent of renters in Agawam spent 30 percent 
or more of household income on housing.

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Opinion 
Cost of living at 
cost of education 


e were dismayed to learn this week 

that members of the Agawam Edu- 
cation Association (AEA) denied Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen’s request that all town 
unions forgo a | percent cost-of-living in- 
crease in order to help balance the town’s 
budget for next fiscal year, which starts 
July 1. In exchange, Cohen had offered to 
reduce his salary by 1 percent. 

According to Cohen, the school depart- 
ment currently faces a $2 million budget 
deficit and if unable to come up with funds 
to balance the budget, could face a signifi- 
cant number of layoffs in order to reduce 
spending next year. 

This page views Cohen’s proposal as a 
way to spread the pain of this hard econo- 
my evenly amongst the town’s employees 
— himself included. In order to save jobs on 
the school side, Cohen asked each of the 
town’s other unions to shoulder the burden 
to carry Agawam through the recession. 

Teachers also agreed to divide up what 
would have been step raises — to the tune 
of $440,000 — evenly so that each teacher 
received $1,060, and it’s hard to feel sym- 
pathy for the members of AEA. That de- 
cision, Cohen said, effectively gave the 
teachers almost a 2 percent raise. 

While we don’t dispute the fact that 
teachers provide a great service to our chil- 
dren, we do have to point out that with the 
economy the way it is today, many of the 
residents who work in the private sector 
have not had the luxury of receiving cost- 
of-living increases in the last few years. 
Asking them to carry the financial burden 
of the school department seems largely 
unfair given the teachers are unwilling to 
forgo their raises for just one year. 

And what about those seniors on fixed 
incomes who don’t even have children

The unions for clerks, administrators, po- 
lice patrolmen and supervisors and firefight- 
ers have already agreed to settlements, which 
the council didn't ratify. At presstime, no 
unions agreed to forgo anything, Cohen said. 

School Superintendent Dr. Mary A. Cza- 
jkowski sent a memo to all union and non- 
union employees within the school depart- 
ment with the same request. 

In one memo to Agawam Education Asso- 
ciation President Robert Janik, dated March 
23, Czajkowski wrote that the school com- 
mittee met in executive session and directed 
her to make the request “‘in an effort to reduce 
or minimize layoffs contingent upon the town 
of Agawam making the same request.” 

She gave the unions a March 31 deadline 
to respond, in writing, with the outcome of 
their vote on the matter. 

Additionally, Czajkowski asked all non- 
union personnel to forgo a raise next year. 

“This sacrifice will have a strong impact on 
maintaining staff and programs,” she wrote in 
a separate March 23 memo to all non-union 
employees. 

If the unions were to deny the request, the 
majority of the layoffs the town faces would 
likely come from the school, Cohen said, 
adding that layoffs were something he was 
hoping to avoid. 

Though no figures have been released, Co- 
hen said he is in the midst of meeting with 
department heads and is charged with getting 
his budget to the city council by May. 

Last month, Czajkowski presented her 
proposed level-funded budget for fiscal 2012, 
which includes a $2 million deficit and the 
potential for at number of layoffs within the 
school department. 

“Everybody is feeling the same pinch,” 
Cohen said last week.

Teachers’ union 
denies raise request 


AGAWAM — The members of the 
Agawam Education Association (AEA) 
have denied Mayor Richard A. Cohen’s 
request that all school union personnel 
forgo their 1 percent raise for the next fis- 
cal year, according to School Superinten- 
dent Dr. Mary A. Czajkowski. 

In an email dated March 29, Robert 
A. Janik, president of AEA responded to 
Czajkowski’s March 23 letter outlining 
the request. 

“The members of the Agawam Edu- 
cation Association have sent me a clear 
message that they do not want me to re- 
open the contract or enter into any agree- 
ments that change the current collective 
bargaining agreement as it relates to sal- 
ary, salary steps or percentage increases,” 
Janik wrote to Czajkowski. 

“This request was made to all bargain- 
ing units within the town of Agawam in 
order to help balance the school budget 
and maintain services for our schools and 
our citizens,’ Cohen said Tuesday. “Given 
this information, I will continue to work 
on the fiscal 2012 budget with the goal 
of keeping taxes low and maintaining the 
services we currently provide.” 

Cohen declined to comment further on 
the matter. 


about her recommendations,” Cohen said. “I 
can’t speak for the school committee but 
[putting Sapelli in the position] would cer- 
tainly be an option. I will have to contact the 
vice chair and the rest of the school commit- 
tee to set up a course of action that’s suitable 
for all members.

tive to look at this,’ said Magovern. 

Councilors unanimously approved the 
fund transfer, and will likely raise the legal 
services line item in the upcoming fiscal 
year 2012 budget. The current budget for 
that line is $1,500. 

Last week, the reorganization commit- 
tee held its third meeting of the year. At the 
meeting the group agreed any reorganization 
will be a slow process and definitely won’t 
be put in place this year. 

“This is definitely going to be a slow pro- 
cess,” said Councilor Robert Rossi. “We have 
a lot of complicated issues to work through. 
We hope Mr. Molder will help answer some 
questions for us and give us the guidance we 
need to continue moving forward with this. 
It is the right time to be working to save the 


taxpayers money.” 

In response to the passage of the resolu- 
tion, Mayor Richard A. Cohen researched a 
way that would help the ad hoc committee 
achieve its overall goal without costing the 
town money. 

In a memo dated March 28, Cohen wrote 
to the council: 

“The Massachusetts Department of Rev- 
enue Audit Team, under the Division of Lo- 
cal Services, Technical Assistance Section, 
provides services to local officials without 
charge.” 

He went on to state that he provided cop- 
ies of “Restructuring City and Town Gov- 
ernment,” published by the Department of 
Revenue, for the council’s review.

Maple Street fire 
ruled accidental

AGAWAM — A fire that broke out 
around 9:30 p.m. on Friday, March 25, 
heavily damaged a multi-family home at 
72 Maple St. and sent one firefighter to the 
hospital with smoke inhalation, an official 
said. 

That firefighter — who was not identified 
— was treated and released from the hos- 
pital and has since returned to work, said 
Agawam Fire Chief Stephen Martin. 

According to Martin, police officers 
were first to arrive at the scene and they re- 
ported the house was fully engulfed, with 
flames showing outside and the possibility 
of people trapped upstairs. 

“Our main concern going into fires like 
that is life safety,’ said Martin. The indi- 
viduals whom emergency officials thought 
were trapped on the second floor had “self- 
extricated” but firefighters entered the 
building to do a primary and secondary 
search anyway, he said. 

The main body of the fire was under con- 


eniors 


trol within 15 minutes of the department’s 
arrival, and fire crews spent about 40 min- 
utes overhauling the building. 

Because the building was originally a 
single-family house then converted to a 
grocery market on the first floor and apart- 
ment on the second and finally remodeled 
into a four-unit apartment building, the 
department had some difficulty gaining ac- 
cess and fighting the fire. 

The building, sustained heavy fire, 
smoke and water damage, totaling “well in 
excess of $100,000,” Martin said. 

The cause of the fire was ruled acciden- 
tal, he said. It started from improperly dis- 
posed combustible material. 

A full on-shift compliment of 17 fire- 
fighters battled the blaze, Martin said. West 
Springfield Fire Department sent an engine 
to the Agawam Fire Headquarters to cover 
the town in case of another emergency. 

The department remained on scene for 
about five hours fighting the fire and con- 
ducting an investigation. 

Additional information was not avail- 
able at presstime.

Patients grateful for every 
breath wa take 


SPRINGFIELD - “Four years ago I was diagnosed with 
severe chronic obstructive pulmonary disease and it abso- 
lutely crushed me because I have been a non-smoker all of 
my life,” said Carol Przybyla of Chicopee. 

“IT became very anxious every moment of the day and 
found myself in and out of the hospital. I was always a per- 
son in control of myself, my surroundings, and my family, 
and this disease just took over my entire life,’ she added. 

For people with chronic lung disease — Przybyla’s was 
caused by scar tissue from lifelong asthma — routine daily 
activities such as walking, climbing stairs, showering, or 
making the bed often causes shortness of breath. 

It wasn’t until Przybyla’s physician suggested that she 
might benefit from attending Baystate’s Pulmonary Rehabil- 
itation Program that the 65-year-old woman began to regain 
some control over her life and become active once again. 

In addition to the exercise and education in pulmonary 
rehab, Hart said one of the biggest ways patients benefit is

by “establishing a camaraderie with others experiencing the 
same symptoms and comparing notes with them.” 

“In my opinion, the best thing about the whole program is 
the nurses. They’re just outstanding and I sometimes wonder 
where they get them. They’re so professional and knowl- 
edgeable, like mother hens when they’re taking care of you,” 
laughed Charles “Chic” McIntyre of Agawam. 

McIntyre, 70, a longtime smoker who developed COPD 
about six years ago, spends a little over one hour, three days 
a week in Baystate’ pulmonary rehab gym. 

“There is no question on days I go there that I always feel 
better,” said McIntyre. 

“Tf patients with chronic lung disease don’t exercise their 
respiratory muscles, they simply will not regain any func- 
tion. As part of their pulmonary rehabilitation, patients learn 
new breathing techniques such as pursed lip breathing to 
help them decrease their shortness of breath,” said Dr. Lan- 
dis, who also serves as medical director of the Pulmonary 
Rehabilitation Program. 

Participation in the Pulmonary Rehabilitation Program at 
Baystate Medical Center requires a physician referral. Most 
private insurers cover the cost of pulmonary rehabilitation. 
Medicare covers the costs for those with COPD, asthma, and 
restrictive lung disease. Maintenance programs are not cov- 
ered by insurance. 

Baystate Medical Center’s Pulmonary Rehabilitation Pro- 
gram was the first in Massachusetts in 2002 to be accredited 
by the American Association of Cardiovascular and Pulmo- 
nary Rehabilitation and is one of only seven accredited in 
the state.

Record field for St. Patrick’s Road Race 


Westover finally captures first place, Ethiopian running first American race wins men’s side

HOLYOKE — Tesfaye Assefa came to New York from 
Ethiopia only two weeks ago. 

The 28-year-old Assefa, who has competed in internation- 
al events, won his first race in the United States after captur- 
ing the 36th annual St. Patrick’s Road Race in Holyoke last 
Saturday. 

“Tt’s really nice,’ he said through an interpreter amid 
throngs of spectators at the finish line. “The weather was 
perfect. It was a little windy, but not bad. It feels amazing.” 

Assefa said the experience of competing in what has 
turned into a tremendous national and international event, 
was striking. 

“T’ve been a lot of places and I’ve never seen so many 
people cheering like this,” he said. 

Assefa finished the 10-kilomomter race in a time of 29 
minutes, 17 seconds. Ethiopian Derese Deniboba finished 
second for the second straight year with a time of 29:27 while 
the top US born runner, Tim Ritchie, an assistant men’s track 
and cross country coach at Boston College, claimed third 
at 29:29. Ethiopian Abiyot Endare was fourth, followed by 
William Sanders (31:09). 

Assefa passed the 2-mile marker in 9 minutes, 42 seconds. 
On the uphill portion of Westfield Road, Assefa said he be- 
gan to make his move. 

“Tn the fourth mile I made my move,” Assefa said. 

Endare translated for Assefa. 

“He’s been racing in Europe so he understands the compe- 
tition here today,” said Endare. 

On the women’s side, Heidi Westover was ecstatic after 
taking first place in this year’s race. Westover finished sec- 
ond in 2007 and 2009. She took last year off to run a differ- 


ent race and despite battling illness all week, the New Hamp- 
shire resident finally won at Holyoke. 

Westover, 30, came in with a time of 34:39, which was 
18th overall. 

“T felt pretty good today,” Westover said. “I had had an off 
week, so I just wanted to come here and have a good run. 
The first mile was pretty fast and then I slowed down a little 
bit. The downhill mile, of course, you fly. I ran that downhill 
mile in 4:52 and when I ran it two years ago it was a 4:51, so 
I knew I was in good shape. You just try to push all the way. 
I’m psyched. To finish second twice, it’s good to come down 
here and get a win.” 

Jennifer Campbell, who grew up in Easthampton and 
graduated from Holyoke Catholic, finished second with 
a time of 34:54. Tesata Dengrsa of Burtonsville, Md., was 
third with a time of 35:54. Emily Bryans of Schenectady, 
N.Y., was fourth and first in the women’s over 40 division. 
Bryans completed the course in 36:37. Abby Mahoney of 
Holyoke took fifth place in 38:36. 

No new time records were set this year. Olympian John 
Doherty holds then men’s course record at 28:46, set in 1993. 
Leslie Lehane set the women’s record of 33:17 in 1991, but 
there was a record field. 

Last year’s registered number of 5,263 was smashed. 
More than 5,600 people registered for the race, making it 
the largest turnout for a road race in the history of Western 
Massachusetts. 

Westover said she didn’t remember it being so festive two 
years ago. 

“There were so many people out there. More than I re- 
member,” she said. “They were out there cheering.” 

The race began at | p.m. sharp. The course started at 
Hampden Park and runners’ strolled along a straight line up

Maple Street to the 1-mile mark. That’s when the elite run- 
ners broke away from the pack and created the pace. 

The uphill portion of the course lasts for about two miles 
from Westover Road to Holyoke Community College and 
then the next 2.7 miles is all downhill. 

“Tt’s a challenging course,” Assefa said. 

Some other highlights from the race include Carol 
L’Esperance’s performance.
